Shang-hel, 25 October (NCNA) -- Shang-hai industry, with the assistance of
the People's govermuent, ls making ptesdy Improvement in combatting the enemy
blockade.

More than half the steel works of the city are in operation and making prog-
ress in roluction., They have found 1t posaible to get raw materials and coke
from North China and the Nurtheast. The Office of Heavy Industry, the Marine
Transport Office, and Rail Transport Office are all placing orders, thus encourag-
ing high production.

In Shang-hai, thers are three Martin, five Bessemer, and five electric
furcaces in vegular operation. The machine factory of the Asia Steel Works is in
competition with %he refinery to increase proluction. Of the 278 electrical supply
cempaniss, 182 have resumed vork with a ready market for their producte.

Only 100 of tle 1,220 machine shops in the city vere in cperation before
1iberation, but 858 bave now resumed work. Privete textile plants in Shang-hai
suffered heavily from the blockade, both 1n securing raw materials and in market-
ing products, The liberation of cities in the south and sonthwest has decidedly
changed the merketing situation for the better In September, 1,150,721 spindles
were in operation, as compared with 1,106,98C in June, ‘he current monthly pro-
duction of cotton yarn 18 22,000 bales.

Avowt 70 percent of Shang-hai's chemicel industries have also resumed pro-
duction.

The workers
at this studio are all .staff members of the Central Bureeu in Pef-p'ing, and may o
be transferred aa nseded to Poi-p'ing or %o the Northeast Mip Studio. Idkewise, e
men from Pei-p'ing or the Hortheast may be tramslerred to the Shang-~i studio.
